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Warrior Square and Queen Victoria Statue. Here 
are situated the best hotels aild boarding houses which 
cater for the requirements of the continuous stream of 
visitors to the town. It is pleasantlysqnd centrally situated, 
facing the sea front. In the centre of the square are 
gardens for the use and convenience of visitors. The 
statue, erected to perpetuate the memory of Queen 
Victoria, bears the inscription, “Queen Victoria, 1837—1901.” 
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
